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WEATHER  SUMMARY 


GENERAL 

Very  heavy  rains  in  eastern  Kentucky  caused 
record  floods  on  headwater  streams  near  the 
end  of  the  month  to  gain  pre-eminence  as  the 
major  weather  feature  over  a  very  cold  period 
around  mid-month. 

Temperature  averages  were  below  the  long-term 
mean  values  at  all  stations  and  departures  were 
quite  large  in  the  Blue  Grass  Division  and 
the  northern  portion  of  the  Eastern  Division. 
Warm  weather  was  limited  to  two  brief  periods, 
the  9th-10th  and  21st-22nd,  and  six  stations 
laid  equal  claim  to  the  highest  temperature 
for  the  month  with  readings  of  70°.   Dewey 
Dam  recorded  the  lowest  temperature,  -10°  on 
the  17th,  and  Cynthiana  2  was  runner-up  with 
-9°  on  the  same  date,  while  four  other  sta- 
tions entered  readings  of  -8°. 

Precipitation  was  excessive  in  the  Eastern 
Division  and  somewhat  above  average  in  the 
Western  Division,  but  averaged  fairly  close 
to  the  25-year  mean  (1931-1955)  in  the  Central 
and  Blue  Grass  Divisions. 

Station  totals  ranged  from  13.29  inches  at 
Ashcamp  to  2.27  inches  at  Williamstown  5  WSW. 
The  greatest  amount  for  one  day  was  5.76  inches 
measured  at  Cumberland  Falls  St  Pk  on  the  29th. 
Precipitation  was  largely  in  the  form  of  rain 
with  snowfall  far  below  average  in  the  western 
half  of  the  State  and  appreciably  lower  than 
average  over  most  of  the  eastern  half. 

WEATHER  DETAILS 

Cold  weather  at  the  beginning  of  the  month 
held  until  the  3rd  and  temperatures  near  the 
average  for  the  time  of  year  prevailed  from 
the  4th  until  the  13th  with  the  exception  of 
very  warm  weather  over  most  of  the  State  on 
the  9th.   A  high  pressure  system  centered 
over  the  Dakotas  on  the  13th  pushed  Arctic 
air  into  Kentucky  to  begin  a  period  of  cold 
weather  that  persisted  through  the  18th. 
Temperatures  were  generally  20  to  25  degrees 
below  the  usual  mid-January  values  the  16th- 
17th  and  the  lowest  reading  for  the  month  was 
made  at  nearly  all  stations  on  the  17th.   Tem- 
peratures rose  sharply  following  the  cold 
period  and  maxima  were  in  the  60' s  the  21st 
and  22nd.   Cold  air  overran  the  State  again 
the  23rd  and  temperatures  were  somewhat  below 
average  the  24th.   Fluctuations  in  tempera- 
ture were  only  moderate  from  the  25th  through 
the  31st  and  values  were  generally  fairly 
close  to  the  seasonal  average.   Precipitation 
occurrences  were  very  frequent  after  the  3rd, 
with  daily  amounts  usually  in  the  light  to 
moderate  category.   However,  heavy  rains 
occurred  over  most  of  the  State  around  the 
9th,  22nd-23rd,  and  28th-29th,  reaching  very 
heavy  proportions  in  eastern  Kentucky  near 
the  end  of  the  month.   Snowfall  was  moderate 


in  the  northern  portion  and  mostly  light  in 
the  central  and  southern  portions. 

WEATHER  EFFECTS 

Activities  of  agricultural  interests  were 
limited  to  winter  routine  and  livestock  care. 
Record  floods  in  eastern  Kentucky  were  very 
destructive  and  extensive  flooding  of  lowlands 
also  occurred  in  the  south  and  west. 

DESTRUCTIVE  STORMS 

A  tornado  struck  two  farms  in  the  eastern 
section  of  Logan  County  on  the  22nd  causing 
major  damage  to  a  dwelling  and  six  farm  build- 
ings.  Trees  were  blown  down  and  utility  lines 
knocked  out . 

FLOODS 

The  U.  S.  Geological  Survey  issued  the  fol- 
lowing resume  of  flooding  in  Kentucky  during 
this  month: 

"Devastating  floods  hit  southeastern  Kentucky 
at  end  of  January,  principally  in  the  head- 
waters of  Big  Sandy,  Kentucky,  and  Cumberland 
River  basins.   These  streams  were  at  median 
flows  and  the  ground  was  saturated  from  rains 
of  1  to  2  inches  a  week  earlier,  when  4  1/2 
to  9  inches  of  rain  fell  January  27-29,  with 
the  greatest  amount  along  the  divide  between 
Cumberland  River  basin  and  the  forks  of  Ken- 
tucky River  and  in  the  border  area  between 
Kentucky  and  Virginia  in  the  headwaters  of 
Big  Sandy  River.   The  flood  rises  were  so 
rapid  that  many  residents  had  to  flee  their 
homes  without  their  belongings.   On  upper 
Levisa  Fork,  headwater  tributary  of  Big  Sandy 
River,  the  flood  exceeded  the  previously  known 
maximum  of  1862.   Maximum  floods  previously 
known  were  exceeded  at  several  gaging  stations 
in  each  basin.   The  towns  of  Pikeville,  Pres- 
tonsburg,  Martin,  Paintsville,  Whitesburg, 
Hazard,  Jackson,  Booneville,  Harlan,  Pineville, 
Barbourville,  Williamsburg,  and  Corbin  suffered 
severe  damage.   More  than  three-fourths  of 
the  buildings  in  several  of  these  towns  and 
in  many  smaller  villages  were  inundated  and 
many  homes  were  washed  away.   Highway  and 
railroad  transportation  systems  were  disrupted, 
with  many  bridges  and  fills  washed  away;  40 
highway  bridges  were  washed  away  in  Letcher 
County  alone.   This  delayed  the  arrival  of 
relief  supplies,  which  added  greatly  to  the 
hardship.   Loss  of  life  totaled  8  persons."

WEATHER  SUMMARY 


GENERAL 

Three  periods  of  very  warm  weather 
without  a  compensating  cold  period 
and  two  sieges  of  rainy  weather  were 
the  major  features. 

The  average  temperature  was  higher 
than  the  long-term  mean  at  every 
station  for  which  a  comparative  figure 
has  been  established.   The  highest 
temperature  recorded  was  75°,  a  read- 
ing that  was  made  at  Grayson,  Pike- 
ville,  Princeton,  and  Williamsburg. 
The  other  temperature  extreme  was  5° 
recorded  at  Blaine  and  Somerset  1  N. 

Precipitation  averaged  considerably 
heavier  than  the  long-term  mean  value 
in  the  Eastern  Division  and  not  quite 
as  heavy  in  the  other  divisions.   Sta- 
tion totals  ranged  from  6.81  inches 
at  Benton  2  to  2.11  inches  at  Bards- 
town  S J  Prep  School .   Anchorage  had 
the  greatest  amount  in  one  day  as 
indicated  by  a  measurement  of  2.34 
inches  on  the  9th.   The  greatest 
total  snowfall  was  5.0  inches  at 
Waynesburg  7  NE  but  many  stations 
recorded  no  snow  at  all.   Above  aver- 
age daytime  cloudiness  and  deficient 
sunshine  reflected  the  rainy  charac- 
teristic of  this  month's  weather. 

WEATHER  DETAILS 

Seasonal  temperatures  at  the  beginning 
of  the  month  climbed  quite  high  on  the 
3rd,  dropped  back  to  moderate  levels 
the  5th,  then  turned  upward  for  a  very 
warm  spell  that  produced  maxima  in  the 
upper  sixties  and  low  seventies  on  the 
9th.   By  the  11th  temperatures  were 
down  to  about  average  and  there  were 
only  minor  changes  through  the  22nd 
with  the  exception  of  a  brief  cold 
snap  on  the  20th.   The  23rd-26th  was 
quite  warm  and  cool  weather  covered 
the  State  on  the  28th.

WEATHER  EFFECTS 

Urges  to  engage  in  outdoor  activities 
spawned  by  mild  temperatures  were  large- 
ly vetoed  by  rainy  weather.   Winter  grain 
made  good  progress  under  the  influence 
of  warm  and  wet  weather.   Ground-water 
levels  in  the  eastern  part  of  the  State 
were  generally  high,  and  several  record- 
high  stages  were  observed.   Streamflow 
was  excessive  over  much  of  the  State. 

DESTRUCTIVE  STORMS 

None. 

FLOODS 

Record  flood  waters  of  late  January 
in  the  headwater  areas  moved  into  main 
stem  rivers  and  caused  above  flood 
stages  early  in  February.   The  crest 
of  the  flood  on  the  Kentucky  River  at 
Hazard  on  January  29th  was  over  17 
feet  above  flood  stage  but  was  only 
4.25  feet  above  flood  stage  when  it 
reached  Frankfort  on  February  3rd. 
The  Cumberland  River  crest  at  Eddyville 
on  February  6th  was  9.6  feet  above 
flood  stage  and  the  Ohio  River  crest 
was  6.8  feet  above  flood  stage  at 
Paducah  on  February  11th.

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WEATHER  SUMMARY 


GENERAL 

Average  temperatures  slightly  below 
the  25-year  (1931-1955)  average  and 
frequent  occurrences  of  light  precipi- 
tation were  the  main  features  of  March 
weather  in  Kentucky. 

Temperature  extremes  ranged  from  12° 
at  Cynthiana  2  on  the  4th  to  77°  at 
Ashland  Dam,  Inez  and  Pikesville  on 
the  11th, at  Golden  Pond  on  the  13th, 
and  at  Clermont  1  SSE  and  Farmers  on 
the  14th. 

Precipitation  averaged  less  than  50% 
of  the  25-year  average  in  each  of  the 
four  divisions.   Lancaster  recorded 
4.04  inches,  the  greatest  total  for 
any  station,  but  still  had  a  deficien- 
cy of  more  than  25%  as  compared  to 
the  average  for  1931-1955.   Oneonta 
Dam  35  recorded  only  1.10  inches  of 
precipitation  for  the  month  to  gain 
honors  as  the  driest  spot.   Elkhorn 
City  with  4.03  inches  was  a  close 
contender  for  the  greatest  total  for 
the  month  and  was  well  ahead  for  the 
greatest  amount  in  one  day  with  a 
measurement  of  2.10  inches  on  the  7th. 

WEATHER  DETAILS 

The  month  opened  with  temperatures 
near  the  seasonal  average  and  a  change 
to  colder  weather  on  the  2nd  produced 
the  lowest  temperatures  for  the  month 
at  most  of  the  stations  on  the  3rd. 
Predominantly  cool  weather  held  through 
the  10th  and  a  preview  of  spring  on 
the  11th  stretched  into  an  eight-day 


performance.   Cool  weather  was  pretty 
much  statewide  the  20th-21st  and  the 
26th-28th,  but  otherwise  temperatures 
were  fairly  close  to  average  the 
latter  part  of  March. 

Precipitation  occurrences  were  quite 
frequent  all  through  March  but  daily 
measurements  were  usually  quite  small. 
Moderate  amounts  were  recorded  gener- 
ally around  the  7th-8th  and  on  the 
25th.   Significant  amounts  of  snow 
fell  the  7th-8th  but  otherwise  snow- 
fall was  very  light. 

WEATHER  EFFECTS 

Frequent  precipitation  delayed  progress 
of  farm  work  but  spring  seedings  of 
grasses  and  legumes  germinated  well. 
Grains  and  cover  crops  were  in  good 
condition  at  the  end  of  March. 

DESTRUCTIVE  STORMS 

Thunderstorm  winds  in  Ohio  County  on 
the  11th  moved  a  garage  off  its  foun- 
dation; destroyed  another  garage,  a 
porch,  and  several  small  farm  build- 
ings; and  felled  wire  lines  and  trees. 
Hail  and  lightning  accompanying  the 
storm  caused  little  if  any  damage.

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WEATHER  SUMMARY 


GENERAL 

Temperature  changes  and  precipitation 
occurrences  were  frequent  the  early 
part  of  April.   A  relatively  dry  and 
cold  period  around  the  middle  of  the 
month  was  followed  by  a  major  shift 
to  warm  weather  that  brought  a  pre- 
view of  summer  with  temperatures 
appropriate  to  early  June  persisting 
through  the  last  third  of  April. 

Precipitation  averaged  much  heavier 
than  usual  in  the  Blue  Grass  Division 
and  appreciably  heavier  than  usual 
in  the  other  divisions.   Station 
totals  ranged  from  2.96  inches  at 
Hazard  Water  Works  to  10.21  inches 
at  Berea  College.   The  greatest  amount 
for  one  day  was  4.61  inches  measured 
at  Millerstown  on  the  4th. 

Average  temperatures  were  generally 
two  to  four  degrees  higher  than  the 
25-year  (1931-1955)  average.   Extremes 
ranged  from  21°  recorded  at  five 
stations  during  the  mid-month  cold 
period  to  93°  at  Inez  and  Pikeville 
on  the  25th  and  28th. 

WEATHER  DETAILS 

Temperatures  were  moderately  high  on 
the  1st  but  rapid  fluctuations  crowded 
four  warm  periods  and  three  cool  peri- 
ods into  the  first  eleven  days  of 
April  over  the  major  portion  of  Ken- 
tucky, with  mild  temperatures  being 
somewhat  persistent  in  the  southern 
portion  except  around  the  9th  when  a 
cold  snap  engulfed  the  entire  State. 
Rather  cold  weather  that  swept  through 
the  State  on  the  morning  of  the  12th 
lingered  through  the  16th  and  the 
lowest  temperature  for  the  month 
occurred  at  about  75  percent  of  the 
stations  during  this  period.   Tempera- 
tures rose  to  moderately  high  levels 
by  the  18th  and  were  unseasonably 
high  from  the  19th  through  the  30th. 

Precipitation  was  an  almost  daily 
feature  of  the  weather  through  the 
8th  with  copious  amounts  the  3rd-4th 
and  8th.   Snow  was  indicated  at  a 
number  of  stations  on  one  or  more 
days  of  this  wet  period  but  measurable 


amounts  were  recorded  in  only  a  few 
localities.   The  9th  through  the  14th 
was  the  major  dry  season  of  April 
since  rain  was  a  weather  feature  again 
the  15th-17th,  21st-23rd,  and  28th. 

WEATHER  EFFECTS 

Cold  weather  the  first  half  of  April 
held  plant  growth  to  a  very  slow  rate 
but  the  change  to  warm  weather  late 
in  the  month  induced  rapid  growth  in 
pasture  grasses,  grains,  and  hay  crops. 
Cattle  and  sheep  were  generally  in 
excellent  condition  on  full  pasturage 
almost  everywhere  in  the  State  at  the 
end  of  April.   Spring  plowing  was 
delayed  due  to  wet  soils  except  that 
considerable  plowing  was  done  on 
rolling,  ridge,  and  sod  land  in  central 
Kentucky.   Strawberry  bloom  was  pro- 
fuse and  a  heavy  crop  of  berries  was 
set.   Tree  fruits  showed  a  heavy  bloom 
and  frost  damage  appeared  to  have  been 
light. 

DESTRUCTIVE  STORMS 

Strong  winds  caused  some  property 
damage,  mostly  of  a  minor  nature,  in 
scattered  areas  the  3rd,  4th,  5th, 
8th,  and  28th.   The  major  storm  report- 
ed, in  terms  of  property  damage  was 
described  as  possibly  a.  tornado,  ac- 
companied by  heavy  rain,  lightning, 
and  hail,  that  struck  in  Ballard  County 
on  the  3rd.   Several  houses  were  un- 
roofed and  numerous  farm  buildings 
were  wrecked  to  varying  degrees. 

FLOODS 

Most  streams  approached  or  slightly 
exceeded  flood  stages  during  the  first 
half  of  April.   The  major  property 
losses  were  due  to  the  flooding  of 
large  coffer  dams  sheltering  valuable 
equipment  at  the  Greenup  and  Markland 
Dams  on  the  Ohio  River.   Losses  to 
agricultural  interests  were  small  ex- 
cept that  spring  planting  of  lowlands 
was  delayed  some  three  weeks.

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WEATHER  SUMMARY 


GENERAL 

Excessive  precipitation  in  the  western 
portion  of  the  State  and  predominantly 
warm  weather  with  the  exception  of  a 
cold  period  early  in  the  month  were  the 
major  features  of  May  weather.   Tempera- 
tures averaged  slightly  higher  than  for 
the  25-year  period  1931-1955  with  extremes 
ranging  from  27°  on  the  6th  at  Cynthiana 
2  and  Somerset  1  N  to  93°  on  the  13th  at 
Inez,  Louisville,  Manchester  4  SE  and 
Pikeville.   There  was  a  slight  deficiency 
of  precipitation  in  the  Eastern  Division 
and  a  slight  excess  in  the  Blue  Grass 
Division,  while  data  for  the  western 
half  of  the  State  indicated  excesses  of 
about  40  percent  and  more  than  130  percent 
in  the  Central  and  Western  Divisions 
respectively.   The  greatest  station  total 
was  12.08  inches  at  Owensboro  Dam  46  and 
the  general  nature  of  the  heavy  rains 
is  evident  in  that  seven  other  stations, 
all  in  the  Western  Division,  accumulated 
totals  in  excess  of  ten  inches.   The 
greatest  rainfall  for  one  day  was  4.79 
inches  measured  at  Sebree  on  the  22nd. 
Jeremiah  was  the  dry  spot  with  only  0.94 
inch  of  rain  for  the  month. 

WEATHER  DETAILS 

Thundershowers  occurred  over  the  western 
portion  the  lst-2nd  but  otherwise  the 
State  experienced  dry  weather  through 
the  9th.   Showers  were  mostly  light  the 
lOth-llth,  moderate  to  heavy  the  13th- 
14th,  and  heavy  the  18th-19th  except  in 
the  extreme  eastern  portion.   Thunder- 
storms produced  heavy  rains  and  strong 
winds  in  the  area  adjacent  to  the  Ohio 
River  during  the  evening  of  the  21st  and 
extended  their  activity  to  include  most 
of  the  State  on  the  22nd.   Thunderstorms 
were  quite  active  again  the  25th  and 
repeated  earlier  performances  at  least 
to  the  extent  that  the  heavier  rains 
fell  in  the  western  portion  of  the  State. 

Temperatures  were  quite  high  on  the  1st 
but  turned  downward  sharply  the  2nd  and 
the  ensuing  four-day  period  was  quite 
cold  with  minimum  temperatures  in  the 
middle  and  lower  thirties.   Seasonal 
temperatures  reappeared  by  the  8th  and 
a  week  of  quite  warm  weather  followed. 
Changes  in  temperatures  the  latter  half 
of  the  month  were  minor  to  moderate  in 
magnitude  but  occurred  in  fairly  rapid 
succession  giving  short  periods  of 
alternately  cool  and  warm  weather. 


WEATHER  EFFECTS 

Favorable  weather  during  the  first  two 
weeks  enabled  farmers  to  catch  up  on 
plowing,  soil  preparation,  and  planting 
but  frequent  heavy  rains  during  the 
last  half  of  May  kept  soils  too  wet  much 
of  the  time  and  at  the  end  of  the  month 
farm  work  was  generally  a  week  or  more 
behind  schedule.   Many  fields  planted 
earlier  were  damaged  by  flooding  and 
erosion.   Small  grains  got  an  early  start 
with  warm  weather  in  early  spring.   Most 
winter  barley  was  mature  by  the  end  of 
May  but  combining  had  to  be  postponed 
pending  dry  weather  to  lower  the  moisture 
in  the  grain  to  safe  levels.   Winter  oats 
and  wheat  were  not  as  far  advanced  as 
barley  but  were  ahead  of  the  usual  sea- 
sonal pattern.   Damage  from  lodging  of 
grain  due  to  heavy  rain  and  wind  storms 
was  locally  severe  but  not  generally 
widespread.   Corn  planting  proceeded 
rapidly  early  in  May  but  was  hampered  by 
frequent  showers  and  excessive  soil  mois- 
ture later  in  the  month.   Weeds  became 
a  problem  in  many  of  the  early  planted 
fields  as  wet  soils  prevented  adequate 
cultivation.   Tobacco  setting  was  con- 
siderably behind  schedule,  although  con- 
siderable acreage  was  "pegged  in"  by  hand 
on  land  too  wet  for  machine  planting. 
Hay  crops  made  excellent  growth  but 
frequent  rain  caused  great  difficulty  in 
harvesting.   Pastures  were  excellent  in 
most  areas . 

DESTRUCTIVE  STORMS 

These  were  due  to  one  or  more  features 
of  thunderstorms.   Damaging  storms,  mostly 
of  a  local  nature,  were  reported  on  the 
14th,  18th,  21st,  22nd  and  25th.   The 
peak  of  violence  was  a  tornado  and  hail 
combination  southwest  of  Carrollton  on 
the  22nd.   The  tornado  destroyed  a  frame 
house  and  four  barns,  twisted  off  trees, 
and  downed  utility  poles,  while  hail 
damaged  tobacco  beds,  strawberries  and 
gardens . 

FLOODS 

None  reported  on  major  streams.   Local 
flooding  occurred  in  a  number  of  instances, 
mostly  around  the  22nd.

WEATHER  SUMMARY 


GENERAL 

Excessive  rain  in  the  western  portion, 
locally  severe  thunderstorms,  heat 
around  mid-month,  and  the  passage  of 
hurricane  Audrey  on  the  28th  high- 
lighted June's  weather  in  Kentucky. 

Temperatures  averaged  quite  close  to 
the  25  year  (1931-1955)  mean.   Extremes 
ranged  from  100°  at  Owensboro  2  SW  on 
the  17th  to  49°  at  West  Liberty  and 
Somerset  1  N  on  the  21st  and  26th 
respectively. 

Precipitation  averages  in  the  Western 
and  Central  Divisions  were  40  and  53 
percent  above  the  25-year  (1931-1955) 
mean,  while  averages  in  the  Blue  Grass 
and  Eastern  Divisions  indicated  ex- 
cesses of  less  than  15  percent.   Para- 
doxically, Falmouth,  in  the  Blue  Grass 
division,  reported  the  greatest  amount 
for  one  day  with  a  measurement  of  3.51 
inches  on  the  23rd  and  accumulated 
the  greatest  total,  10.66  inches. 
Also,  the  runner  up  for  the  greatest 
total  was  Lockport  Lock  2  in  the  same 
division.   The  dry  spot  was  Ashland 
Dam  29  with  a  total  of  1.75  inches. 

WEATHER  DETAILS 

A  brief  cool  period  the  2nd-3rd  and 
cool  weather  the  latter  part  of  the 
month  were  offset  by  ten  days  of  pre- 
dominantly warm  weather  beginning  the 
5th  followed  by  hot  weather  the  15th- 
17th.   Rains  were  very  frequent  and 
often  heavy  in  western  Kentucky  and 
moderately  frequent  and  generally 
lighter  in  the  east  portion.   Thunder- 
storms occurred  on  8  to  12  days  of 
the  month,  near  the  average  frequency 
for  June,  and  were  accompanied  by  wind, 
lightning  and  hail  in  damaging  roles, 
singly  or  in  combinations,  on  several 
occasions .

tributary  streams.   Surface  winds 
were  not  in  excess  of  35  mph  during 
Audrey's  passage  over  Kentucky  and 
there  were  no  deaths  or  injuries 
attributed  to  the  storm. 

WEATHER  EFFECTS 

Crop  prospects  at  the  end  of  June 
varied  from  generally  good  in  the 
eastern  two  thirds  of  the  State  to 
much  below  average  in  the  western 
third.   Heavy  rains  seriously  delayed 
all  field  work  in  the  western  counties 
and  weeds  threatened  many  fields.   Hay 
crops  and  pasture  grasses  made  good 
to  excellent  growth.   Harvesting  of 
small  grains  was  delayed  due  to  fre- 
quent rains  and  wet  fields. 

DESTRUCTIVE  STORMS 

Damaging  thunderstorm  winds  were 
reported  in  three  or  more  counties  on 
the  11th,  12th,  and  13th.   Hail  accom- 
panying the  winds  damaged  tobacco  in 
Henderson  County  on  the  13th.   Three 
people  were  injured  in  Jefferson  County 
during  a  windstorm  on  the  11th.   Light- 
ning was  reported  as  the  destructive 
feature  of  thunderstorms  on  the  17th, 
causing  one  injury  in  Shelby  County 
and  causing  property  losses  in  Washing- 
ton and  Marion  Counties.   Lightning 
caused  one  death  and  two  injuries  in 
Fayette  County  on  the  22nd  while  thun- 
derstorm winds  caused  one  injury  and 
damaged  property  in  Warren  County.   A 
windstorm  in  Madison  County  on  the 
28th  that  was  possibly  a  tornado  dam- 
aged a  residence  and  demolished  two 
outbuildings.

WEATHER  SUMMARY 


GENERAL 

Excesses  of  precipitation  were  numer- 
ous in  the  Western  Division,  widely 
scattered  in  the  Central  and  Blue 
Grass  Divisions,  and  supplanted  by 
sharp  deficiencies  in  the  Eastern 
Division.   Benton  2  was  the  wet  spot 
with  a  rainfall  total  of  9.66  inches 
and  Middlesboro  was  the  dry  spot  with 
only  0.70  inch.   The  greatest  amount 
for  one  day  was  3.84  inches  measured 
on  the  5th  at  Williamstown  5  WSW. 

Temperatures  averaged  a  little  lower 
than  the  seasonal  level  in  each  divi- 
sion.  Extremes  ranged  from  49°  at

at  Ashland 


and  northern  counties  but  the  wet 
weather  that  promoted  growth  continued 
and  made  harvesting  difficult.   To- 
bacco plants  developed  shallow  root 
systems  in  wet  soils  during  the  spring 
and  "fired"  considerably  when  summer 
heat  appeared.   The  corn  crop  presented 
a  wide  range  of  development  at  the 
end  of  July  since  some  plantings  were 
made  after  the  middle  of  July.   Yield 
prospects  for  the  older  stands  of  corn 
were  good,  but  in  the  case  of  the 
younger  stands,  prospects  were  doubt- 
ful due  to  the  hazards  of  dry  weather 
in  the  fall  months,  high  temperatures 
during  pollination,  and  the  possibility 
of  an  early  frost. 

DESTRUCTIVE  STORMS 


WEATHER  DETAILS 

Brief  periods  of  cool  weather  the 
lOth-llth  and  24th-25th  were  partly 
offset  by  moderately  high  maximum 
temperatures  the  18th-22nd  and  30th- 
31st.   Temperatures  were  generally 
near  the  seasonal  average  during  other 
periods  of  the  month.   Occurrences  of 
rain  were  scattered  throughout  the 
month  but  were  of  less  than  average 
frequency.   Rainfall  was  plentiful 
in  the  western  counties.   Locally 
heavy  thunderstorm  rains  boosted 
totals  in  scattered  areas  of  the 
central  and  extreme  northern  parts 
of  the  State,  but  most  of  the  eastern 
two-thirds  of  the  State  received  only 
light  rains.   At  Lexington  a  total 
of  0.76  inch  placed  this  month  as 
the  second  driest  July  in  records 
that  extend  back  to  1858. 

WEATHER  EFFECTS 

Prospective  production  for  most  of 
Kentucky's  major  crops  declined  during 
July.   Pasture  conditions  were  above 
average  but  not  as  good  as  a  year 
earlier.   Heavy  rains  and  thunderstorm 
winds  caused  extensive  lodging  of 
small  grain  and  many  fields  were  too 
soft  for  combines  to  operate.   Hay 
made  very  good  growth  in  the  western 


Severe  thunderstorms  produced  damaging 
hail  and  winds  in  the  northern  portions 
of  the  Blue  Grass  Division  on  the  4th. 
Winds  destroyed  several  barns ,  unroofed 
numerous  barns  and  a  few  homes ,  broke 
trees,  and  disrupted  wire  line  serv- 
ices.  No  funnel  clouds  were  observed 
but  the  type  of  destruction  and  damage 
in  Gallatin,  Grant  and  Pendleton  Coun- 
ties indicated  the  possibility  of 
tornadic  action.   Hail  caused  exten- 
sive damage  to  tobacco,  corn  and  gar- 
dens. 

Lightning  strikes  on  the  9th  caused 
one  death  and  four  injuries  in  Powell 
County,  and  started  fires  that  destroy- 
ed two  barns  in  Garrard  County. 

Wind  and  lightning  were  the  damaging 
elements  of  thunderstorms  that  caused 
minor  property  damages  in  western 
Kentucky  on  the  17th.   Two  persons 
were  injured  when  a  tree  fell  across 
a  car.

GENERAL 


WEATHER  EFFECTS 


August  1957  was  significantly  cooler 
than  usual,  and  much  drier  than  usual 
in  all  but  the  Western  Division  where 
the  dryness  was  not  quite  so  pronounced. 
Fully  one-third  of  all  temperature 
departures  from  the  long-term  means 
were  at  least  2°  below  these  figures, 
the  result  of  frequent  clear,  dry 
nights  giving  excellent  radiation 
conditions.   Temperature  extremes 
ranged  from  42°  at  Manchester  4  SE 
on  the  7th  to  100°  on  the  30th  at 
Louisville. 

Showers  and  thundershowers  occurred 
at  about  half  the  usual  frequency. 
Of  the  stations  for  which  long-term 
precipitation  means  have  been  computed, 
38%  reported  monthly  totals  at  least 
2  inches  below  these  figures.   Totals 
ranged  from  0.26  inch  at  Beaver  Dam 
to  7.06  inches  at  Brent  Dam  36,  where 
the  greatest  daily  amount,  4.63  inches, 
occurred  on  August  12. 

WEATHER  DETAILS 


Crop  development  varied  considerably 
during  the  month  from  one  portion  of 
the  State  to  another,  due  to  the 
spotty  character  of  the  month's  pre- 
cipitation.  Early  corn  progressed 
nicely,  and  was  hastened  toward  matu- 
rity by  the  period  of  sunny  weather 
with  relatively  low  humidity  near 
the  end  of  the  month.   Late  planted 
corn  was  delayed  by  inadequate  mois- 
ture.  Much  of  the  burley  tobacco  crop 
had  been  cut  and  housed  by  the  end  of 
the  month,  but  the  spell  of  warm,  dry 
days  toward  the  month's  end  dried 
rather  than  normally  cured  the  burley. 
Soybeans  maintained  satisfactory 
growth  during  the  month,  but  needed 
more  rain  for  proper  filling.   Late 
hays  were  harvested  under  very  favor- 
able curing  conditions.   Pastures 
declined  during  the  latter  part  of 
the  month,  although  this  was  more 
marked  in  the  eastern  two-thirds  of 
the  State  than  elsewhere. 

DESTRUCTIVE  STORMS 


After  three  days  of  warm  weather  with 
widely  scattered  showers,  a  cold  front 
traversed  the  State  during  the  morning 
of  August  4  and  ushered  in  three  cool 
days  and  the  lowest  temperatures  for 
the  month  in  most  areas.   The  cool  air 
moved  eastward  and  was  replaced  by  air 
that  became  progressively  warmer  and 
more  humid  and  unstable.   On  August 
11,  heavy  thundershowers  visited  the 
Blue  Grass  Division,  and  showers  were 
common  throughout  the  State  on  the 
next  3  days.   Warm,  humid  weather  on 
August  14  and  15  was  terminated  by 
another  cold  front.   The  cool  air 
that  overspread  the  State  made  for 
dry,  comfortable  conditions  through 
August  27.   A  southerly  flow  returned 
to  dominate  the  last  four  days  of  the 
month  bringing  uncomfortably  high  day- 
time temperatures  with  no  rainfall. 


Thunderstorms  and  associated  phenomena 
resulted  in  5  reported  instances  of 
light  damage  on  August  11,  12,  and  14. 
Lightning  strikes  damaged  5  buildings 
and  a  bus  in  Campbell  County  and  set 
a  barn  on  fire  in  Madison  County. 
Strong  winds  damaged  corn  and  tobacco 
in  Edmonson  County,  and  damaged  the 
screen  of  a  drive-in  theater  in  Hen- 
derson County.   Hail  stones  the  size 
of  marbles  damaged  tobacco  in  a  mile- 
and-a-half  strip  in  Robertson  County.

WEATHER  SUMMARY 


GENERAL 


Heavy  rainfall  in  the  eastern  sections 
highlighted  September's  weather  in 
Kentucky  while  rainfall  was  signifi- 
cantly deficient  in  the  western  sec- 
tions.  Station  totals  ranged  from 
0.85  inch  at  Owensboro  Dam  46  to  8.51 
inches  at  Edmonton  while  Springfield 
gained  honors  for  the  greatest  amount 
in  one  day  with  a  measurement  of  3.80 
inches  on  the  10th.   Temperatures 
averaged  a  little  lower  than  the  long- 
term  mean  in  the  Western  Division  and 
near  the  long-term  mean  in  the  other 
divisions.   Thermometers  reached  the 
century  mark  on  the  1st  or  2nd  at 
Ashland  Dam  29,  Monticello,  and  Mount 
Sterling.   The  lowest  reading  reported 
was  39°  at  Williamstown  5  WSW  on  the 
28th  and  29th.

WEATHER   SUMMARY 


GENERAL 

Persistently  cool  weather  plus  three 
periods  of  unseasonably  low  tempera- 
tures provided  a  cold  label  for  Octo- 
ber.  Average  temperatures  were  gen- 
erally four  to  six  degrees  lower  than 
long-term  mean  values  and  extremes 
ranged  from  87°  at  Owensboro  2  W  and 
Princeton  to  20°  at  Golden  Pond  8  N. 
Precipitation  averaged  about  25  per- 
cent above  the  long-term  mean  in  the 
Western  and  Central  Divisions  and 
slightly  above  the  long-term  mean  in 
the  Blue  Grass  and  Eastern  Divisions. 
Station  totals  ranged  from  1.05  inches 
at  Burdine  2  NE  to  5.44  inches  at 
Shawnee  Steam  Plant  and  the  greatest 
amount  of  precipitation  for  one  day 
was  2.95  inches  at  Brownsville  Lock  6 
measured  on  the  24th.

WEATHER  SUMMARY 


-tjor  feature  of  No- 
.he  average  precipita- 
.rn  Division  was  13.03 
.a   three  times  the  long- 
.or  November,  and  although 
, erages  diminished  greatly  to- 
^e  east,  they  were  all  well  above 
^.ong-term  November  values.   Precipi- 
tation totals  were  small  enough  to  qualify 
as  moderate  only  in  the  extreme  eastern 
section  of  the  State.   Pikeville  and 
Hazard  Water  Works  were  the  best  approaches 
to  dry  spots  with  totals  of  2.62  inches 
each  while  Cadiz  Lock  E  was  the  most 
thoroughly  soaked  station  with  a  total  of 
15.62  inches,  just  ahead  of  Russellville 
with  15.48  inches.   The  greatest  amount 
for  one  day  was  6.66  inches  measured  at 
Mammoth  Cave  Park  on  the  18th. 

Temperature  averages  were  generally  quite 
near  the  seasonal  value.   Extremes  ranged 
from  11°  on  the  11th  at  West  Liberty  to 
78°  on  the  18th  at  Pikeville  in  a  temporary 
reversal  of  the  usual  seasonal  trend  that 
produced  the  low  for  the  month  at  most  of 
the  stations  on  the  10th  or  11th  while  the 
high  occurred  about  a  week  later. 

WEATHER  DETAILS 

Temperatures  were  moderate  the  early  part 
of  November  but  a  sharp  drop  on  the  9th 
established  quite  cold  weather  that  per- 
sisted until  the  11th.   The  warm  phase  of 
the  cycle  was  well  under  way  by  the  12th 
and  rather  warm  weather  was  experienced 
through  the  18th.   The  week  of  the  19th- 
26th  brought  moderate  temperatures  except 
that  maximum  readings  for  the  22nd  were 
quite  low.   Warm  weather  the  27th-28th 
provided  a  sharply  contrasting  backdrop 
for  the  strong  trend  to  colder  weather  the 
29th-30th. 

The  week  ending  the  27th  was  dry,  but 
otherwise  precipitation,  mostly  in  the 
form  of  rain,  was  rather  frequent.   Rain- 
fall was  very  heavy  in  the  central  and 
western  portions  of  the  State  around  the 
7th-8th,  13th-14th,  and  the  18th,  with 


damaging  electrical  and  wind  storms  as 
added  features  on  the  18th. 

WEATHER  EFFECTS 
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DESTRUCTIVE  STORMS 

During  stormy  weather  of  the  18th  lightning 
claimed  two  lives  and  started  a  fire  that 
destroyed  a  barn  containing  tobacco,  hay, 
and  farm  implements;  a  tornado  caused  con- 
siderable structural  damage  and  heavy  losses 
of  stored  tobacco  in  Boyle  County;  and 
wind  destroyed  three  tobacco  barns  and 
damaged  several  homes  in  Metcalfe  County. 

FLOODS 

Portions  of  Lyon,  Livingston,  McCracken, 
and  Ballard  Counties  were  affected  by  flood 
waters  of  the  Cumberland  and  Ohio  Rivers 
the  19th  to  the  26th.   This  flood  was  rather 
minor  as  far  as  the  amount  of  land  covered 
by  overflow,  but  the  losses  were  heavy,  due 
to  unharvested  crops,  mainly  soybeans  and 
corn.   Warnings  were  issued,  but  farmers 
could  do  little  since  the  fields  were  very 
muddy  due  to  the  incessant  rains  preceding 
the  rise. 

Record  breaking  floods  occurred  on  smaller 
streams  in  central  and  western  Kentucky  as 
a  result  of  heavy  rains  around  the  18th. 
Crop  and  property  losses  were  heavy  and 
many  highways  were  closed.

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KENTUCKY  -  DECEMBER  1957 
WEATHER  SUMMARY 


GENERAL 

Warm  and  wet  is  an  applicable  description 
of  December's  weather  in  Kentucky.   A 
hard  cold  snap  caused  minimum  tempera- 
tures to  be  below  the  ten-degree  mark 
and  held  maxima  below  the  freezing  mark 
on  the  11th  and  12th  over  most  of  the 
State,  but  a  long  period  of  warm  weather 
later  in  the  month  outweighed  the  brief 
cold  period  to  the  extent  that  all  divi- 
sion temperature  averages  were  above  the 
long-term  means  with  departures  ranging 
from  +  2.6°  in  the  Eastern  Division  to 
+  5.3°  in  the  Western  Division.   Extreme 
temperatures  ranged  from  -  4°  at  Manches- 
ter 4  SE  on  the  12th  to  72°  at  Williams- 
burg 2  on  the  24th. 

Snowfall  was  relatively  light  but  rain- 
fall was  rather  heavy.   Division  aver- 
ages of  precipitation  indicated  excesses 
ranging  from  about  45%  in  the  Eastern 
Division  to  nearly  80%  in  the  Western 
Division.   Station  totals  ranged  from 
3.32  inches  at  Inez  to  8.37  inches  at 
Lovelaceville  and  the  greatest  amount 
for  one  day  was  3.22  inches  measured  at 
Cobb  on  the  20th. 

WEATHER  DETAILS 

Precipitation  was  a  feature  of  the  weath- 
er over  most  of  the  State  the  3rd  through 
the  11th,  the  15th  through  the  20th,  the 
25th,  27th,  and  31st.   Snowfall  of  sig- 
nificance was  limited  to  the  3rd-4th  and 
the  11th.   Heavy  rains  were  widespread 
around  the  6th-7th  and  19th. 

Temperatures  were  at  moderate  levels 
through  the  10th  with  the  exception  of 
a  brief  warm  spell  the  6th-7th.   Very 
cold  weather  gripped  the  State  the  11th- 
12th  but  relinquished  its  hold  rather 
quickly  and  temperatures  more  than  10° 
above  the  seasonal  average  prevailed 
most  of  the  time  from  the  14th  through 


the  25th.   A  change  to  cooler  weather 
the  26th  introduced  temperatures  of 
about  the  seasonal  average  that  persisted 
through  the  31st. 

WEATHER  EFFECTS 

Considerable  quantities  of  corn,  grain 
sorghum,  and  soybeans  were  still  in  the 
fields  of  western  Kentucky  at  the  begin- 
ning of  December  as  a  result  of  unfavor- 
able weather  during  the  fall  and,  since 
frequent  rains  in  December  provided  little 
opportunity  for  salvage  harvesting,  a. 
large  portion  of  these  crops  was  lost. 
Wet  soils  prevented  seeding  of  acreage 
intended  for  small  grains  in  the  western 
portion  of  the  State.   Upland  grain  made 
good  growth  but  mud  prohibited  use  of 
many  fields  for  grazing. 

The  U.  S.  Geological  Survey  reported 
that  ground-water  levels  in  the  Louisville 
area  were  generally  higher  than  last  year 
as  a  result  of  above  average  precipitation 
in  the  last  two  months.   Also,  water 
levels  in  limestone  aquifers  of  the  Missis- 
sippian  Plateau  and  Blue  Grass  regions 
rose  to  high  stages  in  response  to  local 
precipitation.   Runoff  was  indicated  as 
excessive  in  western  Kentucky  and  above 
median  in  the  eastern  section  of  the 
State. 

DESTRUCTIVE  STORMS 

None  reported. 

FLOODS 

A  few  gauging  stations  indicated  streams 
reached  flood  stage  but  there  was  no 
flooding  of  significance.

WEATHER  SUMMARY 


GENERAL 

Floods  in  January  captured  the  weather  headlines 
for  the  year.   Record  floods  in  headwater  areas 
exacted  a  terrible  toll  of  property  damage  and 
some  casualties.   The  year  was  a  wet  one  for 
Western  Kentucky  also,  as  precipitation  totals 
reached  exceptionally  great  heights.   Unseasonable 
warmth  in  February  and  December,  and  a  cool  summer 
and  early  fall  marked  the  temperature  pattern. 
Destructive  storms  were  less  frequent  than  in  the 
previous  year,  and  casualties  were  lighter. 

WEATHER  EFFECTS 

Winter  grains  made  good  progress  through  March, 
spurred  particularly  by  excellent  growing  condi- 
tions in  February.   Cold  weather  during  the  first 
half  of  April  slowed  plant  growth,  but  the  change 
to  warmer  conditions  later  in  the  month  induced 
more  rapid  progress.   Spring  plowing  was  delayed 
in  March  and  April  by  wet  soils.   Plowing,  soil 
preparation,  and  planting  proceeded  rapidly  during 
the  first  half  of  May  under  favorable  weather,  but 
frequent  heavy  rains  during  the  latter  half  of  the 
month  set  farm  work  behind  schedule.   Many  fields 
planted  earlier  were  damaged  by  flooding  and  ero- 
sion.  Damage  from  lodging  of  grain  was  locally 
severe.   Wet  soils  prevented  adequate  cultivation, 
hence  weeds  became  a  problem.   Heavy  rains  in  the 
Western  and  Central  Divisions  in  June  caused  further 
delay  to  field  work,  and  promoted  weed  growth. 
Harvesting  of  small  grains  was  also  delayed  in 
June  by  the  wet  weather.   Extensive  lodging  of 
small  grains  was  reported  again  in  July  as  a  result 
of  heavy  rains  and  thunderstorm  winds.   The  condi- 
tion of  early  planted  corn  was  good  through  July, 
but  a  turn  to  drier  weather  in  all  but  the  Western 
Division  created  hazardous  conditions  for  later 
plantings.   Tobacco  plant  root  systems  developed 
poorly  in  wet  spring  soils,  and  "fired"  consider- 
ably when  summer  heat  appeared.   Warm  dry  weather 
in  August  dried  rather  than  cured  most  of  the 
burley  tobacco  crop.   Early  corn  had  passed  the 
critical  stage,  but  late  plantings  suffered  from 
the  dry  weather  of  late  August.   On  the  other 
hand,  harvesting  conditions  were  very  favorable 
for  late  hays.   September  rains  were  of  great 
benefit  to  late  crops.   Fall  grains  got  off  to  a 
good  start  in  October  and  made  rapid  growth. 
Harvesting  conditions  were  ideal  during  the  month, 
and  during  the  first  week  of  November.   A  week  of 
rain  interrupted  harvests,  and  as  a  result  consid- 
erable quantities  of  corn,  grain  sorghum,  and  soy- 
beans in  Western  Kentucky  could  not  be  gathered 
and  were  lost.   Wet  soils  in  December  also  hindered 
seeding  of  small  grains. 

Small  grains  showed  the  effects  of  unfavorable 
weather  in  reduced  yields;  the  wheat  yield  was  the 
lowest  since  1951.   The  corn  and  soybean  yields 
were  the  second  highest  on  record.   Hay  production 
declined,  as  weather  conditions  were  unfavorable 
for  curing  and  some  hay  was  ruined  by  heavy,  per- 
sistent rain.   The  yields  of  potatoes  and  sweet 
potatoes  increased,  but  the  average  yield  for 
tobacco  declined  appreciably.   Fruit  production 
fell  far  short  of  the  1956  crop. 

TEMPERATURE 

The  year  featured  a  mild  February,  a  cool  summer 
and  early  fall  that  climaxed  with  a  chilly  October, 
and  extreme  variability  in  December. 

January's  temperatures  were  quite  chilly  except 
for  2  brief  warm  periods.   Cold  air  that  covered 
the  State  on  January  16-17  sent  the  mercury  to  very 
low  levels.   February,  on  the  other  hand,  boasted 
of  3  periods  of  unseasonably  warm  weather  without 
a  compensating  cold  period;  the  average  temperature 
was  higher  than  the  long-term  mean  at  every  station 
for  which  a  comparative  figure  has  been  established. 
Cooler  weather  quickly  regained  its  hold  early  in 
March,  and  the  lowest  temperatures  for  the  month 


were  reached  during  the  first  few  days.   A  warm 
period  during  the  middle  of  the  month  ameliorated 
the  opening  cold  snap,  but  March  wound  up  on  the 
cool  side.   Temperatures  fluctuated  rapidly  in 
early  April,  culminating  in  quite  chilly  weather 
at  mid-month,  but  the  last  half  of  the  month  and 
the  first  few  days  of  May  were  very  warm.   A  5-day 
cold  spell  that  followed  saw  temperatures  plunge 
to  the  middle  and  lower  30  's.   The  next  week  was 
quite  warm,  and  the  rest  of  May  witnessed  rapid 
fluctuations  in  temperature.   Three  brief  cool 
periods  in  June  were  separated  by  rather  lengthy 
warm  spells,  but  July  saw  a  trend  to  minimum  tem- 
peratures a  little  lower  than  usual  for  the  season. 
An  unseasonable  cool  spell  early  in  August,  with 
a  lengthy  period  of  clear,  calm  nights  later  in 
the  month  giving  lower-than-usual  minimum  tempera- 
tures, was  highlighted  by  maximum  temperatures 
that  rose  to  the  vicinity  of  the  century  mark. 
Extremely  warm  weather  early  in  September,  nearly 
matched  by  a  warm  spell  later  in  the  month,  was 
tempered  by  rather  cool  weather  during  the  final 
week.   October  was  quite  cold,  with  a  few  periods 
of  only  seasonal  temperatures  to  break  the  pre- 
vailing coolness.   Temperatures  in  November  were 
moderate  most  of  the  time;  there  were  2  short 
periods  of  quite  cold  weather,  but  these  were 
offset  by  a  long  warm  period  at  mid-month.   December 
featured  a  hard  cold  snap  of  very  short  duration, 
but  a  long  period  of  warm  weather  set  the  character 
for  the  month. 

Annual  average  temperatures  ranged  from  53.7°  at 
Williamstown  5  WSW  to  60.0°  at  Louisville.   The 
highest  temperature  during  the  year  was  100° , 
reached  at  Owensboro  2  W  on  June  17,  at  Louisville 
on  August  30,  at  Monticello  and  Mount  Sterling  on 
September  1,  and  at  Ashland  Dam  29  on  September  2. 
The  lowest  temperature  for  the  year  was  -10°  at 
Dewey  Dam  on  January  17.   Thirty-five  other  sta- 
tions reported  minimum  temperatures  that  dipped 
to  or  below  0°,  in  contrast  to  the  preceding  year 
when  no  such  temperatures  were  reported.   Daily 
minimum  temperatures  fell  to  32°  or  below  most 
often  at  Maysville  Dam  33:   126  days;  while  minima 
of  0°  or  below  were  noted  most  frequently  at  Benham: 
3  days.   Cold  days  on  which  the  maximum  temperature 
failed  to  rise  above  32°  were  reported  most  often 
at  Covington  WB  AP:  14  days,  closely  followed  by 
Williamstown  5  WSW  with  13  days.   Maximum  tempera- 
tures of  90°  or  higher  occurred  most  often  at  Pike- 
ville,  65  days. 

PRECIPITATION 

This  was  a  wet  year  for  the  entire  State,  but  par- 
ticularly so  for  the  Western  Division,  where  several 
annual  totals  more  than  40%  greater  than  the  long- 
term  means  were  reported.   The  Central  Division 
also  noted  unusually  heavy  rainfall,  and  while 
totals  were  considerably  greater  than  the  long-term 
means ,  they  were  not  as  extreme  as  those  in  the 
western  part  of  the  State. 

Precipitation  occurrences  in  January  were  very  fre- 
quent, and  although  daily  amounts  were  usually  light 
a  few  were  in  the  heavy  category.   Precipitation  was 
an  almost-daily  feature  for  2  prolonged  periods  in 
February.   Frequent  occurrences  were  the  rule  in 
March,  although  daily  amounts  were  quite  small. 
Precipitation  occurred  almost  every  day  during  the 
first  decade  of  April.   After  a  5-day  dry  spell, 
rains  resumed  in  2  well-marked  periods.   May  was 
dry  during  the  first  decade,  but  showers  and  thun- 
dershowers  were  quite  frequent  thereafter,  espe- 
cially in  the  Western  Division.   Hurricane  Audrey 
brought  considerable  precipitation  during  its 
passage  across  eastern  Kentucky  on  June  28.   Rains 
in  June  were  very  frequent  and  often  heavy  in 
western  and  central  Kentucky ,  and  of  lesser  fre- 
quency and  intensity  elsewhere  in  the  State.   Pre- 
cipitation occurrences  in  July  were  scattered 
throughout  the  month,  but  were  of  less  than  average 
frequency;  rainfall  was  plentiful,  however,  in  the 
western  counties.   August  was  much  drier  than  usual 
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in  all  but  the  Western  Division  where  the  dryness 
was  not  quite  so  pronounced;  showers  and  thunder- 
showers  occurred  at  about  half  the  usual  frequency. 
Heavy  rainfall  in  the  eastern  sections  highlighted 
September's  weather,  while  rainfall  was  signifi- 
cantly deficient  in  the  western  sections.   Very 
sparse  precipitation  during  the  first  half  of  Octo- 
ber was  balanced  by  3  wet  periods  during  the  latter 
half  of  the  month.   November  was  an  unusually  wet 
month,  and  with  an  unusual  consistency  of  heavy 
amounts  in  the  western  half  of  the  State.   While 
precipitation  occurrences  were  a  little  more  fre- 
quent than  usual,  the  excessive  totals  resulted 
from  a  greater-than-usual  frequency  of  heavy  amounts. 
Frequency  of  precipitation  increased  in  December, 
but  amounts  were  usually  considerably  lighter,  so 
that  totals,  while  greater  than  the  long-term  means 
in  all  cases,  were  smaller  than  in  the  preceding 
month,  particularly  in  the  Western  Division. 

The  total  annual  precipitation  ranged  from  33.52 
inches  at  Inez  to  77.09  inches  at  Hickman  1  E. 
The  greatest  daily  precipitation  amount  was  6.66 
inches  at  Mammoth  Cave  Park  on  November  18.   The 
year's  rainiest  location  was  Gamaliel,  with  106 
occurrences  of  precipitation  0.10  inch  or  more. 
Turkey  Creek  School  took  the  prize  for  greatest 
frequency  of  heavy  rains  with  24  occurrences  of 
1.00  inch  or  more. 

SNOWFALL 

Snowfall  this  year  was  about  equal  to  the  usual 
expectancies  in  all  areas  except  that  smaller 
totals  were  achieved  at  some  locations  in  the 
mountains.   Benham,  for  instance,  which  again 
took  the  prize  for  the  greatest  annual  snowfall, 
received  only  15.0  inches  this  year  as  against 
34.5  inches  in  1956.   Snowfall  was  light  in  January 
in  the  Western  and  Central  Divisions,  but  near  the 
usual  amounts  elsewhere.   Due  to  the  warmth  of 
February,  very  little  precipitation  fell  as  snow, 
but  amounts  were  considerably  greater  in  March 
everywhere  except  in  the  Western  Division.   Snow- 
fall in  April  was  confined  to  the  first  half  of 
the  month,  and  amounts  were  quite  light,  as  usual. 
The  cold  snap  at  the  end  of  October  was  preceded 
by  a  light  dusting  of  snow,  but  November's  snow- 
fall was  almost  equally  as  light.   December's 
snowfall  was  concentrated  in  the  first  half  of 
the  month,  and  amounts  were  light.   The  greatest 
depth  of  snow  on  the  ground  was  8  inches  at  Dan- 
ville on  March  8. 

DESTRUCTIVE  STORMS 

The  year  was  a  mild  one  as  far  as  destructive 
storms  were  concerned.   Hurricane  Audrey  moved 


northeastward  through  eastern  Kentucky  on  June  28, 
bringing  heavy  rain  but  winds  that  had  diminished 
below  35  mph.   There  were  no  damages  or  casualties 
with  this  storm.   Only  3  tornadoes  were  reported, 
1  each  in  January,  May,  and  November,  and  only  the 
latter  caused  a  considerable  amount  of  damage. 
Thunderstorms  were  the  most  destructive  element 
this  year,  and  lightning  strikes  took  the  lives  of 
1  person  in  June  and  another  in  July,  and  2  more 
in  November,  while  7  persons  were  injured  by  light- 
ning during  the  year.   Six  others  were  injured  by 
thunderstorm  winds.   A  possible  tornado  wreaked 
considerable  damage  in  July,  and  two  others  caused 
light  damage  in  April  and  June.   Thunderstorm  winds 
caused  considerable  damage  in  March  and  November, 
and  frequently  caused  light  damage  in  each  month 
of  the  period  April-September.   Lightning  strikes 
caused  considerable  damage  in  July  and  November, 
and  lighter  amounts  of  damage  in  March,  April, 
June,  July,  and  August.   A  hailstorm  in  July 
caused  considerable  damage  in  a  limited  area,  and 
light  hail  damage  was  noted  in  each  month  of  the 
period  March-June  and  in  August.   The  months  of 
February,  October,  and  December  were  entirely  free 
of  destructive  storms.

PREPARATION  AND  PUBLICATION  OF  THIS  BULLETIN 

Much  of  the  data  presented  in  this  publication  comes  from  observations  taken  by  volunteer 
cooperative  observers.   These  observations  are  mailed  after  the  close  of  the  month  to  a  Wea- 
ther Records  Processing  Center,  where  they  are  checked  for  accuracy  and  completeness  and 
placed  on  punch  cards.   These  cards  are  used  to  prepare  copy  for  the  various  tables.   Print- 
ing and  mailing  is  done  at  the  National  Weather  Records  Center  at  Asheville,  North  Carolina. 

The  various  steps  all  take  time.   Records  for  any  state  can  not  be  checked  by  machine  until 
nearly  all  of  them  for  that  state  have  been  received.   Printing  can  not  be  done  until  all  the 
tables  and  the  text  for  an  issue  are  completed  and  assembled. 

Constant  effort  is  made  to  speed  up  publication  and  still  maintain  high  quality  of  the  data. 
A  realistic  deadline  for  mailing  the  printed  Climatological  Data  has  been  set  as  the  15th  of 
the  second  following  month  (45  days  after  the  end  of  the  month  for  which  data  are  published) . 
If  any  recipient's  copy  is  unduly  delayed,  the  Director,  National  Weather  Records  Center, 
Asheville,  North  Carolina  should  be  advised. 


SPECIAL  NOTICE 

A  survey  has  indicated  that  the  comprehensive  narrative  weather  story  carried  in  each  issue 
of  Climatological  Data  is  of  value  to  only  a  small  number  of  recipients.   This  story  is  being 
discontinued,  therefore,  with  the  January  1958  issue.   A  table  of  extremes  will  be  carried 
each  month  and  a  text  will  be  carried  whenever  unusual  and  outstanding  weather  events  have 
occurred.   General  weather  conditions  in  the  U.  S.  for  each  month  are  described  in  the  publi- 
cations MONTHLY  WEATHER  REVIEW  and  the  MONTHLY  CLIMATOLOGICAL  DATA,  NATIONAL  SUMMARY,  either 
of  which  may  be  obtained  from  the  Superintendent  of  Documents,  Government  Printing  Office, 
Washington,  D.  C.

SPECIAL  WEATHER  SUMMARY 


July  of  this  year  produced  abundant  and 
unusually  frequent  precipitation  over  all 
of  Kentucky.   This  was  the  second  wettest 
July  in  records  starting  with  1889  with 
average  rainfall  in  1958  exceeded  only  in 
July  1910.   The  unusual  frequency  of  rain- 
fall was  record  breaking  in  many  sections 
of  the  state.   No  rain  was  recorded  in 
Kentucky  during  the  first  three  days  of 
the  month  with  precipitation  recorded  in 
at  least  a  portion  of  Kentucky  on  every 
day  during  the  balance  of  the  month  with 
the  exception  of  July  30th.   This  month 
produced  the  greatest  number  of  days  with 
precipitation  in  July  at  both  Lexington, 
where  records  began  in  1858,  and  Louisville 
with  July  records  beginning  in  1872,  and 
was  the  second  wettest  July  on  record  at 
Lexington.   Heaviest  precipitation  during 
the  month  was  generally  in  a  belt  from 
west  to  east  across  the  central  portion 
of  the  state  with  approximately  10%  of  the 
stations  in  this  area  recording  monthly 
totals  of  at  least  twelve  inches. 

The  unusual  frequency  of  rainfall  held 
farmwork  almost  to  a  standstill  after  July 
4th  particularly  in  river  bottom  lands  and 
in  the  western  third  of  the  state.   Growth 
of  pastures  and  hay  was  luxuriant;  however, 
virtually  all  cuttings  of  hay  during  the 
month  were  water  damaged  before  housing 
with  considerable  loss  in  value  as  well 
as  palatability  to  stock.   Growth  of  all 
vegetation  was  rank.   Many  fields  of  corn 
in  western  Kentucky  became  choked  with 
weeds  due  to  soils  too  wet  to  permit  culti- 


vation and  considerable  corn  and  soybean 
plantings  were  damaged  due  to  standing 
water.   Tobacco  made  unusually  rank  growth 
and  was  subject  to  a  variety  of  wet  weather 
diseases . 

A  small  tornado  developed  on  the  Ohio  side 
of  the  Ohio  River  and  moved  across  the 
extreme  northern  portion  of  Campbell  County 
during  the  evening  of  July  11.   No  fatali- 
ties were  reported  but  boats,  dwellings, 
billboards,  window  glass,  and  trees  in  the 
storm  path  were  heavily  damaged.   The  usual 
summertime  thunderstorms  produced  minor 
crop  and  property  damage  by  wind  and  hail 
during  the  last  ten  days  of  the  month  with 
one  fatality  due  to  lightning.

Evaporation  is  measured  in  the  standard  Weather  Bureau  type  pan  of  4  foot  diameter  unless  otherwise  shown  by  footnote  following  the  "Evaporation  and  Wind"  Table. 

Long-term  means  for  full-time  stations  (those  shown  in  the  Station  Index  as  "U.  S.  Weather  Bureau")  are  based  on  the  period  1921-1950,  adjusted  to  represent  observations  taken  at  the  present 
location.   Long-term  means  for  all  stations  except  full-time  Weather  Bureau  stations  are  based  on  the  period  1931-1955.
